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Lyricism and bricks and the song I have inspired is in bricks 
"-fectly coordinated, each cell performing its multiplication 

and div-/ all working together in a unified production line/" 

and specific architectural components and those components form 

a song and the fireplace gives forth its song and devant la 
cheminée et dans la cheminée a framed opening made in a chimney 
to hold an open fire. What are the materials inside the frame 
because they are the content and the fuel is daily living and 

for Gertrude Stein it was the daily island life of the English 
which is the subject of English literature. Daily living framed 
and the framing is important. The fuel is placed in the fire 

and it is framed as it is consumed and because it is framed it 

is given a form that is non-flammable. And after five hundred 
years the phoenix burned itself to ashes on a pyre and rose 
youthfully alive from the ashes to live another period. "-plified 
rhythm brick-mortar-brick-mortar-brick-mortar-brick-mortar-/ brick- 
mortar-brick, and frag-" and when George I died on June 10, 1727, 
George II acceded to the throne of England on the following day 
and on October 11, 1727, George II was crowned in the Abbey 

at Westminster and when George II died. .. Twenty-six rows of 
bricks gave forth a brick song and the title FIREPLACE SOLILOQUY: 
A BRICK SONG INSPIRED BY S. ROBERT POWELL is structurally similar 


lines and three hundred and sixty-six tableaux and the forms 
are fixed. And Wotan kisses Brttnnhilde on both eyes and she 
sinks gently unconscious back in his arms and he bears her 


tenderly to a low mossy bank shaded by a great fir tree and 
"Loge, hbrt . . . Herauf, wabernde Lohe,/ umlodre mir feurig den 
Felst Loge! Loges Hieher! Wer meines Speeres/ Spitze fürchtet, 
durchschreite das Feuer nie’" Lyricism and fire and form and 

"e . . all coverings for hidden/ -tories of internal energy which 
bode immense interior poten-/ for organs of darkness and antennae 
of fire/ -ample the human factory, its gears and gadgets hum-/" 
Frames for the fuel or the content of art which is of course life 
is art is fire captured is fire framed is life captured is art.
